ants have been removed from office 
and are not entitled to any pay for 
services as officers and employes of 
the senate after Jan. 19. 1903. 
The motion was 
unanimously car­ 
ried that the state printer be warned 
not to take anything to print except at 
his own peril from any other body as 
Burning to be the senate of Colorado, 
except that which is certified to by 
the president of the senate, Lieuten­ 
ant Governor Haggott or the1* Secre­ 
tary of the Senate C. F. Haggar. 
An additional 
barricade is 
being 
perfected for the protection of the 
Democratic senate. 
Carpenters were 
at work, putting up heavy doors in 
the corridors 
leading to the 
cloak 
rooms of the senate chamber.

of the guard will be placed at these 
doors. 
Should an attack be made on 
the chamber with a view to securing 
possession this obstacle must first be 
passed before any outside resistance 
could reach the anti-rooms.
